1-26-77 -A friend of Kiss Hegelin, Korea Burgos, is arrested 
betveen 5 and 6 PM in a street of 3uenos Aires 



-The Navy requests of the Moron Police Headquarters of 
the vest side of Buenos A.ires to send a radiogram 
to all stations in the area stating that a military 
oparation was to take placa that afternoon. The action 
vas to be carried out by the Navy School of Kechanics 
Unit at Sargento Cabral Street-, S 317, in the tovn 
of Palor.ar. The radiogram specified that the opera- 
tion vouJd be carried out in four cars) three Falcons, 
one vhite, one green and one light bluej and one blue 
Chevy. 

-At about 10i25 PM the four automobiles arrive at the 

. above mentioned address, Norma Burgos being in one of 
them, , 

-After riding the house, the four cars left, taking 
Norma Burgos vith them, and leaving 7 military men in 
the house overnight. They vere carrying machine gur.s, and 
had on bullet-proof jackets. Norma Burgos* parents 
and her little baby remained in the house also. 


. 2) 1-27—77 -At about S :3d AM, vithout knoving vhat had happened. 

Kiss Kagelin arrived at her friend Norma's house, to 
ask her about her vacation plans. Being confronted by 
the group of armed men, she becr.va scared and ran. IV o 
of the men relieved her, through Fauna street, one of 
them took his pistol out and shot at her once. Once she 
fell, one of them goes tovard her, and the other one 
approaches a taxi cab driver pointing, the machine gun 
at him. He tells the cab driver that they are Federal 
Police (obviously that vasn't true) and that he is to 
give them the taxi. 


-They drive the taxi to the spot vhere Kiss Hagelin fell 
and placed her in the trunk of the car . Due to mecha- 
nical failure, they are unable to close the trunk, so 
they call on the cab driver to help them close it. It 
vas at that moment that the cab driver, along vith other 
people standing around, sav that Kiss Kagelin, in spite 
of being vounded, vas pushing up vith both hands from 
inside the trunk. " They managed to close the trunk, drove 
around the block, picked up the other five men, and 
drove avay taking Kiss Kagelin vith them. 
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In the morning, P.arnar' Kagslin, Mi ss Eacelin's fatbar, 
cr.t the- Svedish iS-.bs.ssy in Buenos Aires cud reque- 
sted d; rloratic immunity for his daughter. The 
Evofirh L-isEssicr, Part Eartil r’.ciiharg, granted it, 
and cor.:— seated this' to- the Foreign minister of Arccntin 

Mr. Kcllbarg contacted the Moron and Palor.ar police 
stations and both confirmed officially that the opera- 
tion vas indeed an official military action, duly regis- 
tered in both stations.

"All these facts, of which the Swedish Government is duly 
avare, have led me to conclude that the Argentine authorities 
are responsible for the disappearance of rcy daughter Dagmar, The 
Argentine Government's refusal to acknowledge at the very least 
the fate of my daughter is sad proof it does not respect human 
life nor the concerns of an anguished family. 

X have come to the United States to appeal to the great 
concern for human rights of the American people and the American 
government. I appeal. to you, fellow human beings, as a father, 
as a human being, to intercede with the Argentine Government, 
in whatever capacity, so that I may have ay daughter back. So 
that she may return home, or in the -worst of cases, so that ve 
may give her a Christian burial. 

I thank you all for whatever you might do -to help us, and 
I remain gratefully yours.
